The undersigned respectfully requests that the finality of the rejection of April 4 2005 
be removed. The Office Action states in paragraphs 7 and 27 that -Applicant's amendment 
necessrtated the new ground(s) of rejection" However, it fe noted that at least independent 
claim 31 was not amended in any manner that would necessitate a new rejection, since this 
dam was only amended to correct a minor grammatical error in a manner suggested by the 
Examiner. Moreover, independent claim 47 was not amended at all. However, both claims 
31 and 47 were rejected on new grounds with newly cited art. 

Accordingly, since Applicant's amendment did not in fact necessitate a new grounds 
of rejection, it is submitted that the finality of the present Office Action is premature.
